Need for New Election Rules 


After the ballot boxes are collected, one would feel that the fate of 
those running for office is sealed. However, that’s not always the case. 

In the SGA wing of Holloway Hall it will soon be time for those grad- 
uating or leaving office to pack their gear. With their departure arrives 


the new members of the SGA. 


The-winners of the elections were chosen by the popular vote, at least 
in theory. But how could an election be fair when there exist no strict 
controls over the actual voting process. 

We at 7he Flyer heard about people who voted as many as five times 


_ due to poor security at the voting areas. 


The day following the election, Greg McLaurin, vice-presidential | 
nominee, filed a protest of the election. Among his reasons for doing 
so were the fact that candidates in the election were present when the 
votes were counted and a faculty advisor was not present when the 
votes were counted. 

With violations of this nature occuring, it seems likely the results of 
the election would not guage the true popular vote. 

We suggest a revision of the voting procedures for the next election: 
not just of the counting procedures; the whole system could use a good 


revamping. 


Instead of locating ballot boxes in different dorms, perhaps one booth 
located in the dining hall or college center lobbies would be most effective. 
Security at either of these areas could be much tighter. To compensate 
for the lack of voting areas, the SGA could increase the total number of 
posters and information materials dealing with the election. A school 
official (administrator or member of security) would be beneficial to 
have present during polling hours. | 

After the polls close, counting the ballots should be supervised in the 
same manner. In these days of computerization, we see no reason why 
computers cannot be pressed into use. The current hand-marked ballots 
and the current counting system make real accuracy difficult at best. 

The current SGA constitution does not.require that an advisor be 
present while counting occurs, but this would seem to be a good idea. 

This year’s election was handled sloppily but it points out that things 


aren't as bad as they could be. 


At least we had people interested enough to run for office. To the win- 
ners as well as the iosers, we applaud your interest and commitment.

Some 600 students voted in the SGA 
elections last week, re-electing one mem- 
ber of and putting eight new people on 
the Executive Council. 

SGA President, Tim Ragan said that 
there were some problems with the elec- 
tion. “A good thing came out of it 
though,’’ Ragan said. ““A group of general 
board representatives saw the problem 


with the elections and will be drawing up . 
policies and procedures that will hope- - 


fully alleviate these problems in future 
elections.” 


Ragan was also impressed with the 
number of candidates in the election and 
was equally happy with the enthusiam 
and interest the elected candidates are 
bringing to their new offices. ) 

Filling Ragan’s position next year will 
be Mark Hammert, Student Employment 
Services director. Hammert, in expressing 


his feelings about his new office, said he 


would like to see a more. cohesive rela- 
tionship between the SGA and the Col- 
lege Center Program Board. He would 
also like to see the commuters more 
active in the campus life. ‘’Next year I’d 
like to extend the responsibilities of the 
officers in the SGA by each member 
sharing the responsibilities more equally,”’ 
said Hammert. | 

Elected to the vice-presidential posi- 
tion of the new SGA executive board was 
Terry Minogue. ‘The election this year 
could have been’ handled better,’ 
Minogue said. Right now she is working 
with a list of suggestions to improve the 
elections for next year. Another job she 
will be taking charge of is the newsletter. 
She said she would like to get it out 
monthly. 

Connie Oxford was elected treasurer, 
replacing two-year veteran Lynn Camp- 


bell. “l have a lot to thank Lynn for 
because she already has the job set un and 
well-organized.” said Oxford. ‘I'll try to

had in the past two years. I’m really look- 
ing forward to this job. | know it has a lot 
of hassles but I’m sure it has a lot of

The newly elected secretary of the 


SGA is Alan Ragan. ‘This will be a new-. 


experience for me, but | feel | should be 
able to handle it,” Ragan said. ‘’The 
importance of a strong Executive council 
is to provide one aspect of the checks and 
balances system. With the exception of 
one member, this is an all new executive 
council, but | believe with’ effort and 
support we can develop into a strong 
executive council.” 

The new CAB chairman, Lisa Beard, 
said, ‘‘l really think it is important to 
have a strong advisory board, especially 
since some. of the campus communica- 
tions organizations don’t have advisors.’ 
She described the role of the Communica-

Salisbury State Women’s Lacrosse 
team took third place in the Maryland 
College Women’s Lacrosse Tournament 
in Salisbury. The Gulls beat Essex CC 
12-11 in triple overtime to capture 
third behind Maryland and Towson 
State. Maryland beat Towson 9-6 to win 
the tournament. 


Salisbury and Essex battled to a 6-6 
halftime tie and a 10-10 deadlock after 
regulation. Neither team scored in the 
first overtime. Essex scored first in the 
second overtime but freshman 
Crawford tied it at 11-11. Junior Mary 
Wilson tallied her third goal of the game 
in the third overtime to win it for the 
Gulls. 


Janet Flora was the top scorer for 
Essex with six goals. Crawford had five 
to go with Anita Gruss who scored 
three. Goalie Karen Suhorsky had twelve 
saves as did the Essex keeper, Karen 
Czernikowski. Salisbury finished the 
season at 10-3. Essex ended at 9-8. 


Towson scored first on the champion 
Terps but could not handle their excel- 
lent stickwork. Maryland led 5-2 at the 
half and played even with the Tigers 
the rest of the way.
